MILITARY SERVICE ACT, 1917 


UBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that, by 
the effect of the regulations of the Gover- 
nor General of Canada in Council of the 20th 
of April, 1918, and the Proclamation of 4th 
May, 1918, recently published, every male 
British subject resident in Canada, born on or 
since the 13th of October, 1897, who has 
attained or shall attain the age of 19 years and 
who is unmarried or a widower without children 
must, (unless he ie within one of the classes of 
persons mentioned in the schedule of Excep- 
tions to the Military Service Act) report as 
hereinafter directed on or before the 1st day of 
June, 1918, or within ten days after his 19th 
birthday, whichever date shall be the latter. 
Such report must be in writing and must give his 


name in full, the date of his birth and his place of resi- 
dence and also his usual post office address. 


The report must be addressed to the Registrar or 
Deputy Registrar under the Military Service Act of the 
Registration District in which he resides (sce below) and 
shall be sent by registered post, for which ne Canada 
postage is required. 

Young men so reporting will not be placed on active 
service till further notice. They must, however, notify 
the appropriate Registrar or Deputy Registrar of any 
change of residence or address. 

On receipt of the report an identification card will be 
forwarded by the Registrar which will protect the bearer 
from arrest. 

Punctual compliance with these requirements is of 
great importance to those affected. Failure to report 
within the time limited will expose the delinquent to severe 
penalties and will in addition render him liable to 
immediate apprehension for Military Service.

MILITARY SERVICE BRANCH, this 15th day of May, 
1918.

Canada is starting to raise $25,000.00 
for the “‘Y’’ free coffee stalls by a 
‘Silver Thimble and Trinket Fund’”’ 
and the Lomond U.F.W.A. is taking 
the fund in hand locally. They have 
established a depot in The Press office 
where they will be pleased to receive 
donations of old gold or silver thimbles, 
brooches, chains or links of chains, 
scarf pins, gold or silver tops of canes, 
umbrellas or bottles, bracelets, rings 
and earrings, silver match boxes, old 
gold and silver watches, odd cuff links, 
studs, watch charms, broken spoons, 
forks or toilet articles in sterling silver, 
coins in gold or silver which have been 
monogrammed or punched, Anything 
sent in which would be of more value 
as it stands than as mere metal, will 
be sold intact. The rest will be melted 
down and turned into coinage. 

We all know some of the ‘‘Y’’ other 
war-area activities. The ‘‘Y’’ distri- 
butes over a million sheets of free note- 
paper every month, on which are writ- 
ten the 30,000 letters that go out of 
the Red Triangle Huts in England and 
France every day to relatives in Can- 
ada, who would rather have those 
scrawled, blotted chronicles of Private 
Johnny’s share in the great war, than 
bank drafts or iuvitations to Bucking- 
ham palace. The ‘‘Y’’ spent $25,000 
on a single order for base ball goods 
for its great behind-the-lines sport 
events. The ‘‘Y’’ distributes 140,000 
magazines every month—spends $1000 
a month on concerts for the boys in 
England alone—provides 100 pianos, 
300 gramophones, 27 moving picture 
machines — holds uncounted rellgious 
services and sing-songs for the men in 
rest billets and training camps abroad. 
But the drinks are the most appreciated 
of all the things the Y. M. C. A. has 
found to do. Picture 75,000 cups of 
coffee in a line. That many cups go 
out over the counter every day to our 
boys. Only, in the forward areas, the 
counter is just as apt to be a dilapidated
